FAILS. 


: Yesterday, eon the “go ag 
and a cit ial jury, the ring 
aticseenl suka of Flannery v. the Gréat 
Southern and Western Railway Company was 
resumed and concluded. _ The action was 
brought under Lord Campbell's Act by Mrs. 
Stephen Sail , of Nenagh, Co. Tipperary, 


against the endant company to’ recover 
damages for the loss sustained by her and her 
ten children through the death of her late 


husband, who was killed while travelling in a 

'“slip” section of an evening train from’ 
Dublin to Nenagh on the 4th of September 
between Mountrath and Ballybrophy as the 
result of an accident. 

It appeared that the coupling between the 
m portion of the train and the ''slip 
section got broken or disconnected, and when 
the main portion was ascending an incline the 

‘‘slip’’ section running behind came into col- 
lision with it, and the deceased man, who 
was seated, with some others, in the front 
carriage, was killed. 

The defendant company admitted the 
alleged negligence, but denied liability for 
damages in respect of the loss sustained by 
the plaintiff and her children, which was 
deeply and widely regretted.

Her son opened it, and she heard a man’s 
voice asking, - is Bryan Bradley?’

Bradley's room, and she heard thém telling 
him to get up, that they wented him out 
for five minutes.

BRIDGE BLOWN UP. 


MILITARY SEIZF: MAILS AT 
DUNDALK. 


In consequence of the removal of a length 
of rail nay Cú Great Northern line, an engine 
and a dozen empty cattle wagons were de- 
railed at Charlewille, near Dromin Junction, 
at 2 o'clock y day morning, while tra- 
velling towards Dublin. As a result of the 
uncoupling of the engine and wagons the line 
was com letely blocked, and all traffic was 
considerably delayed. 
A good deal of inconvenience was caused to 
passengers, who were obliged to alight from 
the various trains on reaching the derailed 
train, and to walk along the siding to another 
train. 
A passenger states that no material damage 
to the engine or the wagons was noticeable. 
It is alleged that about a dozen armed men 
were seen walking along the line towards the 
scene of the destruction at about midnight. 
On reaching a certain point the leader of the 
gang is esi to have blown a whistle, in re- 
sponse to which about twenty other men ap- 
peared almost immediately. 
The Stirue bridge, about a mile from Dun- 
leer, was blown up earlier in the night, and 
trees were felled and thrown across the road, 
making traffic impossible. As a result of the 
destruction of this and the Athclare Map 
the entire district is isolated from Drogheda, 
and farmers have great difficulty in marketing 
their produce.

firm basis.’ 

The resolution was telegraphed to the Go- 
vernment, and on Thursday the following 
reply was received from President Coagrave 
by the Committee’s secretary :'—

“I bave the honour to sara the 
receipt of the letter and telegram which you 
transmitted from Cork Harbour Board. 

“I do not know if anything further need 


be said or done, as far as the Government is 
concerned, to bring about peace. 
“H peace is to be established at the cost 
of allowing people to commandeer goods, 
arrest citizens, and break solemn agreements 
made with another nation, the sooner | am 
reliably informed that I do not represent 
public opinion the better. .

ENGINE OF 1,000 H.P. 


Despite all that has been said to the con- 
trary, Great Britain is wndoubtedly going 
ahead with aeroplane construction and de- 
velopment. She now has cne of the largest 
aeroplane engines. ; 
~ Yesterday it was tried succsssfully at 
Messrs. A. V. Roe and Company's factory, 
Southampton, The engine—a Napier—which 


is of 1,000 horse-power, tas sixteen cylinders, 
arranged in four rows of four, each like a 
letter X. : 


It. was fitted into a speciall -constructed 
long-distance bomber, which had been speci- 


ally desi by Messrs. A. V. Roe and 
Colupany Ea British Air Ministry. This 
machine, which has some unusual points of 
interest, measures 64ft. ecross the wings, 
stands over’ 16ft. high, and has a lifting 
capacity of very nearly seven tons. Much 
of it is constructed of 'metal, and the wings, 
for. convenience, sake, are made so that they 
may fold up, and thus considerably economise 
space for housi urposes. ; 

The machine ‘e. fitted with a deck, tnder- 
neath which is bomb-d ing apparatus ; 
while above a machine gun is accommodated. 
It carties three persons, two of whom can 
control the flight, while the third looks after 
offensive operations. Any of men can 
change places while the machine is in flight. 

As a long-distance flying machine, it is 
probably .without equal, and it is specially 
equipped to enable it to remain in the air a 
long period and at high altitudes. 

There is special electrical equipment for 
keeping the hands and feet of the crew 
warm, and for preventing the gun from 
freezing. Another interesting detail is that 
the machine is fitted with self-sealing tanks, 
so that should they be pierced with bullets 
they would not leak or catch fire. 

At 12 o'clock yesterday this huge machine 
was standing outside the works at South- 
empton Water ready to take the air for the 
first time. The weather conditions were 
ideal. Before its flight the machine was care- 
ay inspected by a large party of visitors. 

e pilot to take this machine into the air 
for the first time was Mr. Bert Hinkler, a 
.well-known Australian pilot, who has many 
remarkable performances to his credit. When 

Mr. Hinkler climbed into his seat and put 
his goggles on he seemed but a tiny speck, 
lost in the huge machine. : 

For a few moments there was silence. Then 
the clattering of a tiny internal combustion 
engine was heard, the huge propeller, which 
measuress 16ft. across and is four-bladed, 
began very slowly to turn. Then with a 
roar the huge engine had started. 

After it had turned round fora few moments 
the anchor ropes were cast off, and the 
machine slowly moved across the ground into 
a position for flight. When it had been 
finally maneuvred into place the engine

The barren policy of British proposals 
and French reiusals has failed so con- 
sistently to bring the problem of German 
reparations any nearer to a final solu- 
tion that the news oí fresh developments 
will be received with joy throughout the 
world. At last America seems to be about: 
to take a hand in the game. Mr. Harvey, 
the Ambassador of the United States in 
England, has been recalled to Washington 
“for consultation,” and there seems to be 
no doubt ‘that the Secretary of State 
wishes to ascertain his views in regard to 
a big loan for Germany. During recent 
weeks the American Government has been 
receiving very gloomy reports from its re- 
presentative in Berlin. The Ambassador 
reports that Germany is suffering at 
present from a twenty-five per cent, food 
shortage, and that, unless an international 
loan can be arranged . immediately, her 
collapse will become inevitable’ in the 
spring. Mr. Hughes has had several 
interviews with Mr. J, Pierpont Morgan, 
the most important. bankers 
in the United States, and both he 
and. the .President: are anxious that 
either the Morgan Company or some either 
private banking. corporation shal] make 
arrangements for the raising of a loan. 


The sum which has been mentioned: is one 
and half billion dollars, nominally 
£3500,900,000. Mr. Morgan, apparently, is 


quite willing to take the risk of financing

In the House of Commons on Thursday 
the Prime Minister restated the British 
view in regard to reparations, and gave a 
valuable ‘clue to the policy which he is 
likely to adopt at the Tesumption of the 
Premiers’ Conference next month, On the 
whole, Mr. Bonar Law was very sympa- 
thetic with France, and the Paris news- 
papers ‘yesterday were loud in his praise. 


further sacrifices in the sphere of inter- 
Allied debts. In other words, he hinted 
that, if the French Government would 
agree to reduce Germany's total liability 
to a reasonable sum, Britain would be 
willing to reduce France's debt to her by 
a corresponding amount. Mr, Bonar Lew 
was careiul to show, however, that his offer 
to France was conditional. She would have 
the whole-hearted support of the British 
people in ber legitimate demands for pay- 
ment; but. a. final settlement must be 
made. .Any attempt to seize the Ruhr 
Valley or the Rhineland would make such 
a settlement impossible, and consequently 
Britain could not approve of it. France 
knows now where Britain stands, If she 
agrees to accept Mr. Bonar Law's point of 
view, and. consents to a reduction of her 
clains on the Germans, not only will she 
secure relief from her own indebtedness 
to the British people, but her chances of 
payment from Germany will increase 
enormously. A loan of 1,500,000,000 
dollars from America would put Germany 
onher feet. | 

France is at the parting of the ways. 
On her decision now the whole future 
prosperity, if not, indeed, the very exist- 
ence, of Europe may depend. For nearly 
four years ‘the reparations problem has 
been hanging like a great cloud over the 
world. Every activity—economic, political, 
and social—has been deadened by its 
shadow. ‘Trade has withered, industry 
has languished, and the growth of human 
progress has been stunted, MProbably it 
is no exaggeration to say that during 
the last four years the world - has 
lost more through the mere existence of 
this problem than’ the Allies ever are 
likely to recover from the Germans, Yet 
to-day it seems to be as far from a satis- 
factory solution as ever it was, Nature's 
patience is coming to an end. In every 


effect of four years’ uncertainty is begin- 
ning to make itself felt, and the report 
of an imminent collapse in Germany is 
only a symptom of a disease which, sooner 
or ‘later, will attack every ‘European 
country unless the reparations problem is 
settled. France herself is in a very bad 
way. Italy, while in a state of temporary 


Britain has one and a quarier million un- 
employed, These three countries are 
prosperous compared with the wretched- 
ness of Germany, Austria, Poland and the 
Balkan States. So long as reparations

iature, a conflict of the gravest character 
will arise between the-two Irish States. 
For, the. moment we are less concerned 
with the metits of this conflict than with 
its almost ‘inevitable result. Good rela- 
tions between South and North are a 
prime condition of national peace and 
progress. Both are confronted with a 
variety of economic problems. Both are 
commitied to large programmes of legis- 
lation. The material welfare of both de- 
pends to a very large extent on the joint 
handling of many. questions—the railways, 
for instance—which affect the trade and 
commerce of the ‘whole country.. From 
such co-operation—if it begins now, pro 
ceéds ‘steadily, and assumes gradually a 
wider scope—may come at last the national f 
unity which all patriotic Irishmen desire. At 
any rate, two things are certain. Unity 
can come in mo other way; and, if the 
two States quarrel now, the result will 
be very bad, and equally bad, for both. 
That they. will quarre! over the Boundary 
Commission, if it is established now, is a 
foregone conclusion. The positions taken 
towards it by President Cosgrave and Sir 
James” Craig: are utterly , irreconcilable. 
Agreement is impossible by this means. 
Any conceivable verdict by a Commission 
which the North—however wrongly—re- 
fuses to recognise would be disastrous to 
the peace of Ireland. Even if such a 
Commission should award the entire area 
of Trrone and Fermanagh to the 
South, the legal frontier of the Free 
State would have been enlarged at 
a heayy cost. Not only statesman- 
ship, but common-sense, suggests that the 
problem ought to be approached in some 
other way.’ In his prorogation speech on 


Thursday the Duke of Abercorn, the first 


Governor of Northern Ireland, made a 
pointed reference to the boundary problem. 
He said : 

“ I desire to express the earnest hope that 
the time may not be far distant when the 
Executive of the Irish Free State and the 
Executive of Northern Ireland may meet to 
settle in an amicable conference those out- 
standing questions which affect the welfare of 


We can have no assurance that’ “an 
ainicable’ conference” between the two 
Governments would find an agreed soln- 
tion of the boundary problem, but at least 
wé can hope—and even hope strongly-- 
that such a result might be achieved. On 
the other hand, we cannot entertain the 
slightest hope that a Boundary Commis- 

ion-at the present time would find an 
agreed solution, while there is every pros- 
pect that it would “work infinite harm. 
All good citizens of both States would 
rejoice to learn that their Governments 
had decided to prefer the hope of success 
to the certainty of failure. 
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Sleeping Sickness. 


In ivs long ong arduous atruggie against 
the natural is of the flesh, and others 
that, perhaps, are an unfortunate legacy 
of civilisation, science has learned to tread 
warily. It promises nothing, presumes 
nothing, accepts as fact only that which 
is thrice proven. and declares that the day 
is going well only when. the enemy is) jn 
rout. ~ When, therefore, the Lancet, that 
grave and consérvative mouthpiece of 
medicine, informs us that a new German 
formula, “ Bayer 205, has cured sleeping 
sickness at the London Hospital for 
Tropical Diseases we may assume that 
science has achieved the. discomfiture of 
one of the most virulent and destructive of 
micro-organisms. Even now the genesis of 
sleeping sickness is not thoroughly under- 
stood, except by the pathologists. The 
micro-orgahism that produces the disease 
is a minute worm one-thousandth of an 
inch long. Trypanosoma Geambiense mylti- 
plies in the human blood, defies all the 
efforts of the white corpuscles to devour 
it, and produces a sort of wasiing lethargy 
in which the patient finally dies. Like the 
raalaria germ and other blood parasites, the 
trypanosome is carried from an infected host 
by a winged egent—in this case the famous 
or infamous tsetse fly (glossina pal palss). 
Various metliods of coping with the 
scourge h been considered, but to slay 
the fly seemed to be only a shade less 
impossible than to slay the trypanosome. 
Science thereupon set out to discover 
something that would. kill the parasite in 
the blood without destroying the blood 
itself. This result “ Bayer’ 205” is said 
to have achieved. What such 8 victory 
of science means to Africa hardly can be 
expressed in words,

Philosophy may find a source of not 
unpleasing speculation in fhe fact that 
King Tutankhamen, who lived thirty-three 
hundred years ago, is occupying more 
spare in the important pages of the im- 
portant newspapers than even Battling 
Siki and Mr. George Lansbury can jointly 
command, ' The Egyptologists seem to 
hold the opinion that in the inner chamber 
of the tomb at Thebes Tutankhamen himself 
lies wrapped in mummy cloths and majesty, 
In an article ine The Times Proiessor G. 
Elliot Smith*discusses an ‘aspect of the 
matter which, as he thinks, archeology 
has neglected. in the past, He urges the 
necessity of taking X-iay photographs of 
the mummy—if mummy there be—as soon 
as it is.discovered, When this has been 
done, he’ points out, it may not be 
necessary tO unwrap the mummy at 
all, Professor Smith also hopes that 
much. interesting light may be thrown 
on King Tutankhamen’s family traits by 

a careful photégraphie record of the dead 
china features, . To the lavman who 
has seen a mummy in the museum, and 
has been struck by its similarity tc a 
piece of dried Jeather, the professor may 
appear too hopefal. Archwologists, hew- 
ever, are staking people, and Mr. 
H. ae Wells's next history of the world 
may be adorned with a speaking likeness 
of this vesuscitated Pharaoh. i

AN APPRECIATION. 


i; With the late Mr. T. W. Lyster a remark- 
able personality has passed’ away. As a 
Librarian of the National Library of Ireland, 
for over forty years (Principal Librarian for 
just a ‘quarter of a century) he had much to 
do with the reading public, and he came per- 
gónally into contact with several student 
generations, who «pread his name and his in- 
fluence into the rqmotest corners of Ireland. 
Indeed, Mr. Lister and the National Library 
were ior most people almost synonymous 
terms. In a quite special manner Je made 
himself the friend and counsellor of the under- 
graduate, using every device to win him. 
Not that he neglected the vider man or the 


research student; ior them also he bos Íded. 


every - variety of tool—drchiv; | Corpus, 
Zeitschrift, etc.—but the young student was: 
| ever his favourite, and over him he wetened 
with -paternal solicit ude 

His delight was to loox out upon the 
ctowded: Reading Room, the sea of -youthtul 
faces intent on study, and retiect that the 
future lay there. He always maintained 
that his Library was the real University of 
Ireland, and nothing gave him so much plea- 
sure as a remark of Mr. George Moore’s— 
that there, at any rate, people seemed: to be 
happy. - When an over-zealous Metropolitan 
once tried to prevent the students from, 
sitting. about. on the Library steps—their 
favourite summer meeting-ground—he «broke 
into a fierce denunciation c officiealdom ‘in 
general and Castle government in particular. 

‘Why, the Library 1s theire!’’ he exclaimed ; 
and that was in great measure the secret ot 
his succéss as & librarian. 

When Mr. Lyster succeeded to - 
Librarianship in 1896, ou the retivement of 
William Archer, F.R.S., he renounced all 
ambition of achieving personal distinction ae 
a man of letters, and wave himself ap wholly 
to the duties ot his profession. He attended 
all the annual conferences of the English 
Library Association, read valuable papers 
before it on library technique, served on its 
Committees, and on those of the Dublin 
municipal libraries, whose examinations he 
conducted’ for many years. After his retire- 
ment, in 1922, he’ continued -to take an active 
part in the movement for spreading libraries 
in Ireland. Not many days ago he presided 
at a Committee for the holding of a Library 
Conference in Ireland next year; and a few 
hours before his death a Book Committee of 
the Royal Dablin Society actually met in his 
study. It was thus among his books and in 
the exercise of his profession that he may be 
said to have _ breathed bis last.

A oil cad life. long ‘friend Yt the late 
Protessor Dowden, it was 'oniv natural that 
his predilection should be literature—English 
and German. As a young man he publishe:t 
a translation of Diintzet’s ponderous life of 
Goetbe, m which he did not contine himself to 
the office of translator, but combined with 


it that of editor, supplying the reader with | 


references to all . the authorities for his 
authors statements—a work involving no 
little research and first-hand knowle lige oí 
German suurces. Of this work an eminent 
German scholar once remarked to the present 
writer that it was more readable thaw the 
original. His papers and critical essays, 
contributed to the English Goethe society, the 
Academy and Hiberma (a short-lived review, 


which he helped to found), his admirable 
anthology of ‘English Poetry for Young 
Students "—chosen with rare discrimination, 


and said to be la model of careful editing— 
have led many |to regret that he did not 
write more. 

The truth is he: was too fastidious to 
write with any ease. He hai a horror of 
the cliché, and of late years writing for nm 
meant infinite revision and recasting. Ina 
ample and eloquent discourse’ he found that 
outlet for his impressions and ideas that 
others find in publication. He had the gift oi 
expression, clothing his ideas in the choicest 
literary phrases, which flowed from his iips 
with apparently no effort. He had also that 
rare power af ait generalisation which 
the French rate so highly. His wonderfully 
receptive: memory seemed to have retained 
almost everything he had read, and was uuder 
perfect control. His conv eréation accordingly 
ahounded in quotations from his favourite 
authors—Shakespeare, Burke, Goethe—intro- 
duced with amazing readiness and apposite- 
ness. Indeed, his power of apt quotation 
was one of Jus striking characteristics. He 
hed án uncrring ‘itistinct for beauty of ex- 
prestion, and never wearied of declaiming or 
reading aloud his favouribe’ passeges. 


During the last fi years of his life Lyster 
wae.immersed in the study of Burke, whose 
dJotty Shakespearean utterances seemed - to 
have on him the efiect of eolemn music. 
When death interrupted him he was engaged 
in drawing up proposals for a new edition of 
the works, in which he was able to show how 
defective and derivative are all existing edi- 
tions. He regarded a complete edition of this, 
the greatest of political philosophers, as a 
national necessity. For many. of the per- 
plexing. problems of the present day he 
thought that Burke: provided a satisfactory 
solution.

‘Phe heavy 
Beitrag,” whether in German or in English, 
had no attraction for him, though he saw to 
it that others were provided with this sort 
of thing; for he was a splendid librarian. 
He had certainly no belief in Garnett's dictum, 
that the librarian who reads is lost. He read 
evérything—even encycloprdias—and as he

The “Dictionary of National 
Biography.” was for him no mere work of 
reference, but a book in Lamb's sense. His

He never 
lost sirht of the human element in those who 
worked for him, so that the smallest service 
never went unappreciated. He was generous 
in praise and could close a charitable eye to 
defects. He will be sadiv missed by a host 
of friends; for he was the kindest «f° men, 
the truest of friends, ever ready with wise 
counsel and sympathetic understanding. His 
warm impulsive nature seemed to ! ose no 
opportunity of doing others a good turn—was 
ever on the watch for it, And he sought 
nothing for himself. He was  vtterly

Stable manure 
is generally the only variety to be had, and as 
it is very hot when fresh it is dangerous if 
dug in immediately. Therefore; if possible, 
keep it for a time if it is brought. in fresh, 
and turn the heap inside out at intervals of a 
few days until it becomes cooled and sweet. 
Farmyard manure is the best to use when the 
soil is light and powdery, but it is about as 
likely to be found in town as a tram is to be 
found in a bog. 


Manaring. 


The manure fit for use, the.next thing is to 
dig it into the flower and vegetable beds. Ii 
the soil is of fair depth, it is best to dig about 
twice the depth of the spade. Take out the 
first spit, cart it away to where the digging is 
to end, dig over the second spit, either leaving 
it in its original bed, or, if manure is plentifal, 


placing a good layer underneath it. 
Another layer may be placed on top, 
and then the top spit from the next 


trench covers in the last layer of manure, after 
this the process is repeated, and so on until 
the last trench is filled in with the soil that 
was carted away from the first one.

Commons ‘attended at the Bar of the House of 
Lords, which has disappeared, but the place 
which it occupied is ascertained by patches 
in the two pillars which now fill the apertures 
made on either side of the House of Lords for 
the support of the Bar, which went, of course, 
straight across the House. When the Com- 
10Ms appeared at the Bar of the House of 
uords they were directed to elect a Speaker in 
their own House. The formalities’ of the 
lection of a Speaker of the Irish House of 
‘ommons were very similar to the formalities 
nf an election of a Speaker of the British 
House of Commons. When there was a con- 
test the candidates. however, did not retire, 
as in the British House of Commons, behind 
the Chair. bnt remained in the Chamber of 
Yhe House, standing at either side of the Chair. 


Mock Modesty. 


In days gone by both in the English and 
the Irish Houses of Commons theatrical and 
insincere excuses were made by candidates for 
the office of Speaker on the ground of their 


own unworthtin go great an honour. In 
1659 in Strafford’§ Parliament (the Irish 
Epeaker-Elect began the English practice of 
making self-deprectating speeches and of 


leading hie own anworthiness at the time of 
Vie election. He made three distinct and 
eaningless pleas so his fellow.anembers to 

á agcused from the Chair. In accordance 
with the English usage we Goxcuses were 
made from the door cof the House, and the 
thira after his pro and seconder had 
es «ted him from his place, and brought him 

te ‘le Chair. He followed these pleas in the 
Huse of Commons by a fourth in the House 

ot Lords. when he was presented by the Vom- 
waona for the approval uf the Lord Lieutenant. 

: im England Arthur Onslow, one of the 


greatest of the Speakers, abandoned these 
meaningless or hollow forms, and instead of 
appealing to the House of Commons tifat he 
might be permitted to make a plea to the 
Sovereign to direct the Commons to have a 


worthier member for Speaker, thanked 
the House for his election. 
Pery s Frankness. 

These empty formalities, which had 
become sterotyped in Irish House of 
Commons procedur®, were abandoned on 
the election of Mr. Edmund Sexton Pery 
to the speakership as the result of a 
contest for the.Chair in 1771. Mr. Pery had, 
on the occasion of a former Speakership 


election, mercilessly lampooned the meaning- 
less excuses offered by the Speakers-elect, 
and had heaped ridicule on the mock modesty 
which, for mor¢d than a century, it had been 
the custom for $peakers-elect to affect. On his 
own election he made no traditional pleas 
either to the House of Commons or to the 
Lord Lieutenant to be excused, but, on pre- 
senting himself to the Lord Lieutenant tor 
approval as Speaker-elect, said: ‘‘ It would 
give Your Excellency no favourable impression 
of my eincerity if I were to pursue the usual 
form and affect to decline this important 
office. I confess it is the highest point of my 
ambition.”’ 

The opening of a Parliamentary session 2s 
distinct from the opening of a new Parliament 
was, in Ireland, characterised by a ceremony 
not observed in England. The Speaker of the 
Irish House of Commons had not, like the 
Speaker of the British House of Commons, an 
official residence. He had a private residence 
in Dutlin. lt was the custom, on the opening 
of a session other than the first session of a 
new Parliament (when a Speaker had not 
been elected), for the members of the House 
of Commons to wait on the Speaker in his 
private residence, and accompany him in pro- 
cession to the House of Commons. On fine 
days the Speaker in his robes, with his train- 
bearer, and the Serjeant-at-Arms with the 
Mace, used to walk through the streets to 
Parliament .House, and his presence was 
always the signal for the uplifting of hats.

HERD) Ye some people who can read 
| books which are not their own with- 
out experiencing the slightest desire to 
possess them. But the true bookish lover is 
never content with begging or borrowing 
books.

| have often sought to analyse the motives 
which compel Nessa to buy books which, íor 
a certainty, they can never find the time to re- 
read.

On numerous occe- 
sions I have purchased books which I have 
read before. They have been on my book- 
shelves for several years. I occasionally take 
them down and glance idly through the pages ; 
but those which I have read‘more than twice 
are comparatively few. i 

However, this passion for buying books 
often develops into a craze. Men make great 
sacrifices in order to fill their shelves with 
the great works of literature. I have known 
several cases where bibliomaniacs of limited 
meane practised the severest personal economies 
in order to buy costly books, I have 
seen them haunting the bookshops where 
treasured volumes which they coveted were for 
sale, and I have seen the look of joy which 
lights up their countenances as they hurry 
home, clutching books which cost considerably | 
more than they can afford. 

There are men who would starve for a 
week or longer in order to possess a first 
edition of a favourite author. The second- 
hand bookshops and bookstalls are the 
favourite haunts of these book-hunters. They 
spend every available hour hunting for 
literary treasures. 

Frequently, however, books are bought just 
for the sheer joy of possession. know &a 
young man who has collected several thousand 
books which he can never hope to read. He

The Turn of the Tide. 


With the turn of the tide the sea comes in 
with great rapidity. Imperceptibly at first, 
the channels widen and deepen, a steady flow 
soón setting in rapidly towards the land. The 
water rises silently and overflows the winding 
channel beds. It runs into the sand ripple 
hollows, rolling over the empty cockle shells, 
and lifting the stranded seaweed and carrying 
it landwards. The Wools channeld are filled, 
and minute islands form for a moment. 
Then they are submerged by a long sheet of 
water which comes racing in with a tiny 
curling wave at its head. ulls rise as it 
reaches them and settle closer inshore. The 
roar of plunging waves grows louder as bank 
after bank disappears. The gulls shift their 
quarters again and again, and at last rise and 
make off to the rocks near Seapoint, leaving a 
few to float above the submerged sards. 
With the slightest wind in the shallow bay 
the water planges and foams, and the chop 
and swelter of water on a stormy day is a 
splendid sight. The wind catches the spume 
from the wave crests and whirls it about in 
Sying drifts above a sea that seethes and 
Steams like a cauldron. Howth Head is 
blotted out by the flying scud, and over the 
threshing water a few herring gulls scream 
defiance as they cut through. the spray on 
steady wings, complete master’s of the storm, 


Spring Days. 


In summer time the bay is nearly deserted, 
as the birds have gone with the late spring 
to their breeding stations. It is on calm days 
in winter and early spring that we can best 
study the bird life there. When the flow has 
ceased there is a lull on the waters before the 


to recede and the shallows by the sea-wall 
lower away till the first sand is uncovered. 
The moment it begins to show, the birds 
appear in ones and twos and small parties, 
and soon the hummocks of sand are covered 
with black-headed gulls, seizing the moment 
before the small crustaceans and marine 
worms can burrow themselves into a place of 
safety. 

Soon they are joined by a party of oyster 
catchers, which come skimming low over the 


water with their — duck-like flight. They 
alight and run with measured po us gait 
towards the water line, their heads drawn 


back, and their red bills and legs showing 
up m fine contrast to their black and white 
bodies. The train that thunders by within a 
few yards of them does not disturb them in 
the least, and. the gulls do not trouble to 
turn their heads. : 

n miles of wet, shining sands are exposed, 
and the water is draining into pools and 
channels; already the line of the ebb is far 
out. Low across the waters come a couple of 
brace of curlew, which land and walk with 
stately footateps in the tide line. Though 
hunting assiduously all the time, they keep 
suspicions watch on any who agpeeaeh their 
beat, and many a time has their 
shrill cry warned less wary neighbours 
in good time oí the approach of 
the gunner. In winter time Gt is abundant 
on our coasts, and a few seem to remain 
there all the year. The. majority repair to 
the mountains and bogs, where they nest and 
rear their young, bringing theg, down to the 
coast in late summer. 


Oyster Catches. 


At times of migration their cries are often 
heard at night and attract more attention 
than most travelling birds, as they can be 
more easily recognised. A few oyster catchers 
are to be seen on Merrion sands at most 
times of the year, except at midsummer, but 
in winter they appear in great numbers. 
They nest on Lambay Island, but seem to 
prefer the North and West coasts. The 
black-headed is the commonest gull we have 
in Imjand, and great flocks frequent the bay 
at this time of year. They do not don their 
black, or rather dark brown, heads till Feb- 
ruary. 

Aiter the breeding season they turn white. 
Like the Curlew, they are inland breeding 
birds, and nest chiefly on Jake islands in the 
interior. In early autumn they return with 
their young to the coasts and estuaries. The 
fine Herring Gull is another common bird, 
though by no means so namerous in Dublin 
Bay as the Black-headed. It will fearlessly 
stand on the sea wall beside the railway, show: 
ing off to perfection its snowy plumage and 
grey mantle, which has earned for it the Latin 
name of Araeniatus. 


Black Galls. : 


The Lesser Black-backed Gull may often 
be seen, especially in February and March, 
among the Herring Gulls, from which it mav 
be easily distinguished by its larger size and 
black back. It resembles the Greater Black- 
back, but is smaller, and has yellow instead 
of the flesh-coloured legs of the latter. The 
Lesser Black-back is generally to be 
found in company with others of its 
kind, whereas the greater is something of a 
recluse, and out of the breeding season 
generally wanders alone or with a single com- 
panion. It is much more uncommon than the 
smaller one. I have seen it on a stormy day 
dourly pacing the strand at Killiney in 
solitude. It is not beloved of other species, 
for it is a rapacious and predatory bird, 
ne iene killing and devouring smaller birds 
and harrying their nests in the breeding 
season. 


The Kittiwake. 


Among other gulls that frequent the Bay 
are the common gull and the kittiwake, 
perhaps the most graceful and beautiful of all 
the gulls. The different species of gulls are 
often difficult to distinguish on the wing, but 
if the colour of the beak and legs be noticed 
they can generally be identified. The 
common gull is smaller than the herring gull, 
though ‘ike it in colouring, but its legs are 
greenish yellow. Those of the kittiwake are 
nearly black. The common: gull repairs to the 
inland lakes, like the black-headed, at the 
breeding season, but the kittiwake breeds only 
in the most inaccessible cliffs of the sea- 
coast, where it nests in enormous colonies.

VERY ingenious advertising swindle 
As exposed at the Westminster Police 

Courts a few weeks ago. It appears 
that thousands of typewritten cireulars were 
sent out to people, whose names and ad- 
dresses had been obtained from various 
sources, stating that the recipient had ‘ been 
awarded a valuable cash prize, being one 0: 
100 pérsons to receive £2 10s, in cash.” Ali 


the lucky ones had to do in order to secure 
the prize was merely to send a postal order for 


3s. for a “ gem ring set with finest Parisian 
stones, and 6d. for oy sage 
Most people would be rather chary in 


taking advantage of such an offer; but in 


most of the recipients were 
thrown off their guard. In any case, the pro- 
moter of the ‘‘ business " received more than 
2,000 letters a day, and the police estimated 
that he had received about 16,500 postal 
orders to the value of £2,700. The police 
also discovered that he had purchased 18,000 
rings at less than 4d. each, wedding rings at 
74d. each, and scarfpins at 24d. each. Those 
who sent postal orders for 3s. received one of 
these pos Á www and a typewritten letter stating. 
“Please find four lid. stamps, your share of 
the division of 50s. awarded to a selected 
series of 100 persons.” a 
This swindle reminds me of the enterprising 
young gentleman, who was earning a comfort- 
able livelihood for several months, by 
advertising a guaranteed cure for 
' noses in return for a shilling 
postal order. Sufferers who sent the shilling 
received a curt note advising them to “ drink 
until it becomes purple.” The advertiser is 
understood t@ have informed the police that 
he regarded the “ad ” as a jolly good joke. 
An advertisement like the following is said 
to have made large profits for the firm respon- 
sible for its insertion :— 
‘*Housemaid must sell at 
handsome diamond rings, 18 carat gold- 
cased ; sacrifice; only 5s. the two.” 
This pathetic announcement hinted that the 
honsemaid was so hard up that she was com- 
pelled to sacrifice her jewellery. There was 
also a possibility that she was selling it for 
her mistress who was financially embarrassed. 
The advertisement was primarily intended to 
appeal to “servant girls. The fact that the 
rings were ‘‘ gold-cased’’ conveyed nothing 
to them. They sent their money and duly 
received their flash jewellery. Had they been 
observant they would have noticed that this 
advertisement appeared practically every other 
day in several different newspapers, 
‘“‘Unredeemed pledges’’ are also a source of 
income to enterprising advertisers. The im- 
pression is given that pawnbrokers with large 
stocks of unredeemed pledges to sell are will. 
ing to clear their surplus stocks at price 
which defy competition. Gold and silver

Most of these ‘‘ unredeemed 
pledges’’ are imitation jewellery and shoddy 
goods, which would prompt a pawnbroker to 
be sarcastic if anyone had the temerity to 
ask for an advance on them. 

The housing scarcity has been responsible 
for many advertisements offering to sell or let 
houses or flats, which are furnished, provided 
the purchaser .bnys the furniture. This 
furniture is usually of the shoddiest descrip 
tion. Sometimes, indeed, it is actually in the 
last stages of dilapidation. Antique furniture 
is frequently advertised for sale, but it often 
happens to be manufactured in one of the 
many fake factories, which are now turning 
out the various 'periods” in enormous 
quantities.

AGRICULTURE: ' 
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Economic 
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An Wage. 


(BY M. S. MAC CON NEACTAIN.,) 
T the present juncture, looking pvroadly 
A acroas agriculture as a whole, it is 
obvious that we stand at the threshold 
of a new era. This being so, it is incumbent 
upon all who are connected with the land to 
find some basis upon which to found:a sound 
and worsable á —— There is no inherent 
reason why agricultural land should be re- 
garded as an undesirable form of property. 
Whether in the ownership of private holders 
or whether administered by the State, it is a 
form of security which yields an ample re- 
turn under firm and generous management, 
Whether regarded, as in the smaller areas, for 
intensive cultivation, or in the larger tracts, 
where horse and tractor power come inte 
play, agricultural holdings provide scope for 
sound and profitable enterprise, 


The Workers’ Interests. 


To this end, there is nothing more desirable 
than the implanting in the minds of the 
workers the sober economic fact that their 
own personal interesta, together with those 
of the capitalist, are bound up in the culti- 
vation of the land. If we are to have a 
well-housed and thriving -peasantry, it 1s 
obvious that the management of lands, and 
the raising of live stock must be sufficiently 
remunerati¥e to attract the support of the 
financier and banker. Should it turn out 
that the workers are so negligent and obtuse 
as to withhold their best efforts m the shape 
of exchanging a fair day's work for a fair 
day's pay, it must follow, naturally, that 
farming enterprise will droop and slacken, and 
the capitalist will decline, in ordinary pru- 
dence, to put anything further into the in- 
dustry. i 

On the other hand, if it can once be 
grasped—and here we may say that there is 
evidence over a fairly wide area that it will 
beso grasped—bv the more intelligent among 
the farm workers, a brisker condition of 
things will come into being, farming through- 
out the country will move a grade up, and 
capital, with all its beneficial influences, will 
be attracted. 


Co-Operation. 


We wish that all parties in the concern 
could amalgamate to their mutual benefit; 
thus would be seen a thriving industry and 
a contented countryside; a lax system aban- 
doned; a more scientific, stronger, neater, 
more thrifty practice in its place; the benefits 
of co-operatian and a scheme of profit-sharing 
where local conditions permit,.and many would 
advocate remrt to a copy of the Denmark 
system, as adapted for introduction and use 
amongst the/Irish farming community. 

Whilst touching upon these matters, it may 
be useful to make some reference to the status 
of the wage-earner in English agriculture. 
Efforts have been made within the last three 
years to place men to live and work inde- 
pendently upon mall holdings, but, frankly, 
it has not been a success. Upon the contrary, 
it has been clearly demonstrated that it is not 
possible to select and equip a small holding 
upon terms which will enable the occupant to 
make a fair living.

HE recent discovery of tha tomb of 

| Tutankhamen at Luxor, which has so 

much excited archeologists, is likely, we 

are told, to involve the re-writing of a 

chapter of Egyptian history, the close of the 

18th dynasty, This period is one of which 

already a good deal is known, and we look 

forward eagerly to more detailed descr'ptions 

of the new treasures. Meanwhile a word 

may not be amiss on the striking literary re- 

cord of the time contained in the El-Amarna 
letters, 


A Fighting Line. 


Akhenaten, father-in-law and, as it now ap- 
pears, colleague of Tutankhamen, succeeded 
to a line of fighting kings, who le! armies 
north and east and set up an Fgyptian |.m- 
pire in Syria, When Akhenaten preferred a 
career as religious reformer to that of bm- 
peror, and removed his capital from Thebes 
to El-Amarna, he brought with him what we 
may call his “ Syrian Office.’” On this site in 
1887 a” deposit of the archives of the 
Department was found. i to the discovery 
of thé new tomb, this was the most important 
single find for the period. It was one in 
curious contrast with the new discoveries. 

In place of gems, gold, oe wad fine 
finen, a dingy pile of clay tablets; instead of 
being displaved to an enthusiastic party of 
scientists and treated with scrupulous care, 
the letters were unearthed by a couple of 
Arabs, who viewed them simply? as mer- 
chandise, and, in their anxiety to dispose of 
them quickly and profitably, damaged them 
beyond repair. 


The Language of Diplomacy, 

These State papers, if we may 80 call them, 
were written in Babylonian cuneiform, tien 
the universal language of diplomacy, Professor 
Petrie afterwards actually discovered bits of 
the dictionary compiled for the use oí the 
Egyptian clerks in the Department. The 
letters, about 300 in all, have been translated, 
and fall into three sets. One is a collection of 
letters from the Kings of Cyprus, Babylon, 
Assyria and Mesopotamia, All are long and 
flowing after the Oriental manner; all have 
the one burden; presents sent, received, 
expected, asked for,-grumbled at. Some deal 
with royal marri We have, for example, 
the despatch sent with Akhenaten’s consort 
from Mesopotamia, a Jady whose portrait stil] 
survives, and whose daughter was married 
to Tutankhamen. 

But the main business is always presents, 
Many of the gifts described might be the very 
contents of the newly-discovered tomb: we 
read of gold, silver, textiles, ivories, chariots 
furniture—‘‘ Let wood be inlaid with ivory 
and coloured, with the likeness of field plants 
let them be inlaid and coloured ’’—ename's, 
jewels, spices, oil, and stuffed animals. 
Another group consists of short routine re- 
ports from officials to the head office, 
which are interesting only as showing 
how age-old is the vice of departmental 
letter writing, and how excellent the posts 
were to encourage so much useless correspon- 
dence

Interesting Letters. 

The most interesting letters are from 
governors, dependent rulers, including at least 
one woman, and from a few free towns. 
These give a striking impression of the state 
of Canaan long before the days of Joshua. 
The province was elaborately organised and 
administered from Egypt. ‘here were mili- 
tary posts in the chief towns; agriculture was 
prosperous, and trade flourished owing to the 
careful policing of the caravan routes, “ Íte- 
ligious Lrwer-s áine spread the new cult cf 
the mystic sun or Aten about the country, 
The record covers about 15 years. 

At the outset the name of Egypt is al! 
powerful, but soon appear signs of interna! 
disorder and attacks from without. Absorbed 
in his reforms: at home Akhenaten paid no 
attention to the anxious reports of his 
governors, and sent no help to his adherents, 
and before the letters give out it is quite 
clear that the Empire of Egypt in Syria was 
doomed. In Central Syria resistance was 
strongest at Gubla, the-Biblical Gebal, ander 
& ‘governor, whose numerous letters made 
stirring, even tragic, r After 5,500 
years we can follow with attention his long 
struggle against hie open foes, the Hittites 
and Amorites, against slack and treacherous 
colleagues, against indifference in the home 
Government, and despair and famine among 
his own poor people. We do not know 
his fate, but he probably went down fighting. 


Urasalim. 


Further south the chief post was then, as 
always, Jerusalem, which appears as the chief 


Egyptian garrison, under the name of 
Urusalim. The enemy here was not the 
Hittite or Amorite, but the local Bedouin 


tribes, always quick to profit by the weakness 
or dissension of bigger States, and ready to 
turn from unruly allies into savage plunderers 
on their own account. ‘*‘ The King’s caravans 
are robbed on the plain of Ajalon”’ is the

Egypt's Withdrawal. 

It may seem strange to fiad an organis 
society of this kind in Canaan long before | 
coming of Israel.

HOW FAIRS ARE 
SPOILED.

In the metropolitan connty, as elsewhere, 
the state of the roads from the farmers’ stand- 
point leaves much to be desired, At a nieet- 
ing of farmers and ratepayers in Sandyford 
the other day it was stated that *‘ the County 
Dyblin County Council, in the construction 


and macadaaising of the roads have had no 


regard to any interest but the motor interest, 


as the principal roads in the Southern part 
of the county are not only unsuitable, but 


dangerous for horse treflic, aw is evidenced 


every day by the’ large number of accidents 
that take place. 


As tatepayers whose money is spent in the 


construction of these roads, the meeting 
demanded that at the very least a strip six 


feet wide on either side oí the roads should 


be specially prepared for*horse traffic, and 


that the portion of these roads opposite by: 


roads be sanded. 


In this connection much might be said with 
regard te the practice of road repairing by 


direct labour, During a recent visit to one of 
the counties adjoining Dublin the writer 
noticed that there was much loose metal on 
high roads and by-réads alike. On inquiry it 
was found that their condition was due to the 
direct Jabour system. No section of roadway 
was completely repaired, and to those whe 
use then’ regularly the results are certainly far 
from satisfactory.
